Finance  Committee  -  Barbara  Sklar,  Chair 

Commissioner  Sklar  reported  that  no  actions  were  taken  at  the 
January  4  Committee  Meeting.   Discussion  of  the  situation  at  the 
Friends  took  up  most  of  the  meeting,  and  the  Commission  still 
awaits  word  from  the  Friends  Board  as  to  when  they  will  cease 
operations. 

Neighborhood  Arts  Program  Committee  -  Stanley  Eichelbaum,  Chair 

Commissioner  Eichelbaum  reported  that  the  African  American 
Historical  and  Cultural  Society  and  the  Wajumbe  Cultural 
Institution  have  created  a  lease  proposal  and  have  expressed 
willingness  to  come  to  the  table  with  the  Supporters  of  the 
Western  Addition  Cultural  Center,  to  discuss  a  lease  involving 
these  three  groups  in  the  running  of  the  Center.

Howard  Lazar  reported  that  laws  restricting  non-profit 
solicitations  have  been  upheld.   He  stated  that  in  September, 
legislation  was  passed  stating  that  no  non-profit  charitable 
solicitation  should  be  allowed  in  city  parks;  and  that  the 
Recreation  and  Parks  Commission  would  have  to  approve  or 
disapprove  this  activity.   They  did  not  approve  it  and  were  taken 
to  court  by  one  of  the  groups  in  an  attempt  to  obtain  an 
injunction  against  the  ruling.   The  Judge  hearing  the  case  denied 
the  injunction,  essentially  reinterpreting  the  law  to  say  that 
anything  being  sold  must  have  an  intrinsic  relationship  to  the 
charity  itself,  e.g.  artwork  on  a  Tee  shirt.   This  ruling  in  turn 
gave  the  green  light  to  the  police  to  begin  enforcing  the  law, 
and  they  wrote  to  the  City  Attorney  for  guidelines.   Lazar  stated 
that  while  enforcement  began  after  the  Christmas  selling  season, 
unfortunately,  it  is  still  a  great  improvement  in  the  situation. 

Festival  Committee  -  Amalia  Mesa-Bains.  Chair 

In  Commissioner  Mesa-Bains'  absence.  Commissioner  LaRocca  gave 
this  report  later,  during  the  Literature  Committee  Report. 

State/Local  Partnership  Program  Committee  -  Rai  Okamoto.  Chair 

1 )   Live/Work  Conversion  South  of  Market 

Commissioner  Okamoto  reported  that  Sixth  Street  South  of  Market 
has  been  declared  a  redevelopment  area,  with  emphasis  on  creation 
of  housing,  or  improving  existing  housing.   There  is  a  potential 
to  achieve  live-work  space  in  some  of  the  residential  hotels. 
The  old  lobbies  have  high  ceilings  and  are  spacious  enough  that 
an  additional  floor  could  be  created,  with  ideal  ground  floor 
live/work  space  for  artists.   He  stated  that  Arthouse  Coordinator 
Jennifer  Spangler  expects  to  go  to  a  future  Redevelopment  Agency 
meeting  in  order  to  advocate  that  plans  for  live/work  be 
incorporated  into  whatever  is  decided.

About  1  and  1/2  hours  will  be  allotted  to  public 
testimony 

Commissioner  Sklar  recommended  that  a  quorum  of  Arts 
Commissioners  attend. 

Leah  Forbes  stated  that  she  would  provide  Agendas  and  copies  of 
the  most  recent  version  of  the  Plan  — dated  August,  1990 —  for 
Commissioners  to  review  prior  to  this  meeting. 

3)  State/Local  -  NAP  Workshop 

Commissioner  Okamoto  reported  that  on  Monday  January  28,  the  two 
Committees  will  meet  from  6-8:00  p.m.  to  discuss  merging  the  two 
Programs.   Commissioner  Sklar  urged  other  Commissioners  to 
attend,  as  this  is  a  major  issue. 

Prior  to  the  Music  Committee  Report,  current  Friends  Board 
President  Meg  Madden  arrived  at  3:40  p.m.  and  was  presented  with 
a  scroll  of  appreciation. 

Music  Committee  -  Vernon  Alley.  Chair 

Commissioner  Alley  reported  that  the  financial  spread  sheet  for 
the  1990  POPS  concerts  has  been  sent  to  all  Commissioners.   He 
stated  that  the  60/40  revenue  split  between  the  Arts  Commission 
and  the  Symphony  worked  out  to  $220,649.00  and  $147,099.00, 
respectively. 

He  stated  that  more  information  as  to  next  year's  POPS  roster  of 
entertainers  would  be  available  at  the  February  meeting.   Brief 
discussion  followed.

Arts  Festival  artists  can  continue  to  participate  in  the 
Imagination  Festival,  co-sponsored  by  the  Unified  School 
District  and  the  Kennedy  Center. 

Neighborhood  Arts  Program  Committee  -  Stanley  Eichelbaum, 
Chair 

No  report. 

Music  Committee  Report  -  Vernon  Alley,  Chair 

Commissioner  Alley  reported  that  the  Music  Committee  met 
January  30,  and  agreed  on  a  concept  of  a  special  "Evening 
with  the  Stars"  to  benefit  Arts  Commission  support  of  young 
performing  artists.   However,  the  only  night  available  is 
one  for  which  Harry  Belafonte  is  possibly  also  available. 
This  is  still  being  negotiated. 

The  artists  for  this  year's  POPS  Concerts  negotiated  to 
date  are:   Natalie  Cole,  July  20;  Joel  Gray,  July  27; 
Tschaikowsky  Night  is  July  31  and  the  Four  Tops,  August  1. 
Opening  Night  is  still  not  determined. 

Commissioner  Alley  stated  that  since  the  Friends  will  not 
be  available  to  do  the  Souvenir  Program,  a  new  contractor 
and  distribution  source  needs  to  be  found.   The  Arts 
Commission  will  contact  arts  service  organizations  to  this 
end . 

Staff  Liaison  Anne  Smith  will  set  up  a  meeting  with  El  Paso 
Natural  Gas  representatives  to  discuss  Opening  Night. 

Considerable  discussion  concerned  the  need  for  the  Music 
Committee  to  gain  more  control  over  the  artists  selection 
process.   The  Committee  stated  that  they  are  continually 
presented  with  a  fait  accompli  --by  the  Symphony-- 
regarding  artist  selections.   The  Symphony  claims  that 
certain  artists  are  unavailable  for  the  POPS  that  it  co- 
produces  with  the  Arts  Commission,  and  yet  it  signs  them  up 
for  its  own  separate  POPS  series.   Commissioner  Genera 
noted  that  last  year  the  Committee  gave  the  Symphony 
several  lists  of  preferred  artists,  and  the  Symphony  came 
back  with  a  set  list  of  completely  different  artists,  with 
virtually  no  dialog  occurring  between  the  two  agencies. 

Commissioner  Mesa-Bains  noted  that  the  AC  Charter  requires 
that  it  produce  a  POPS  Concert  with  'a  symphony',  not  the 
San  Francisco  Symphony  in  particular. 

Some  more  discussion  concerned  the  Symphony's  reasons  for 
rejecting  Committee  suggestions  of  particular  artists  and 
whether  these  reasons  are  valid. 
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It  was  noted  that  the  Arts  Commission  is  often  at  a 
disadvantage  in  that  they  cannot  negotiate  a  contract  with 
an  artist  until  funds  become  available,  negating  the 
possibility  of  2-3  years  advance  planning. 

Commissioner  Sklar  stated  that  she  would  like  to  meet  with 
a  higher  level  at  the  Symphony  than  John  Kieser  and  Amy 
Layman  to  discuss  the  selection  process.   She  noted  that 
the  Symphony  has  expertise  in  promoting  certain  types  of 
events,  e.g.  Tschaikowski  and  Opera  Nights,  and  this 
influences  their  decisions. 

Acting  Director  O'Driscoll  stated  that  she  and  John  Kieser 
recently  discussed  the  need  to  change  the  overall  marketing 
strategy,  depending  on  the  performer.   She  stressed  the 
need  for  the  Commissioners  to  pursue  this,  as  she  will  not 
be  at  the  Arts  Commission  very  much  longer. 

Commissioner  LaRocca  departed  at  the  end  of  this  Committee 
Report,  at  4:45  p.m. 

Civic  Design  Review  Committee  -  John  Kriken,  Chair 

Commissioner  Kriken  reported  that  the  Arts  Commission  has 
been  quite  effective  to  date  in  guiding  the  Embarcadero 
Redesign  Project.   The  Committee  is  continuing  to  push  for 
some  recognition  of  the  need  for  design  leadership  in 
overseeing  the  entire  process. 

Literature  Committee  -  Stanley  Eichelbaum«  Chair 

Commissioner  Eichelbaum  reported  that  recently  Howard 
Junker,  publisher  of  a  literary  quarterly,  "Zzyzzvya" , 
approached  him  about  the  possibility  of  the  Arts  Commission 
giving  out  writing  grants.   While  this  is  not  currently 
feasible,  it  underscores  the  need  for  recognition  of 
excellence  by  the  Arts  Commission,  of  the  talent  out  in  the 
community. 

To  this  end,  Commissioner  Eichelbaum  strongly  urged  the 
reinstatement  of  the  annual  awards  of  honor. 

Discussion  occurred  regarding  the  Commission's  need  to 
explore  what  role  it  could  take  in  the  literary  and  theatre 
arts,  and  the  need  to  include  this  in  long-range  planning. 

Commissioner  Mesa-Bains  noted  the  number  of  literary  events 
in  the  Cultural  Centers,  e.g.  poetry  readings,  and  stated 
that  the  Arts  Commission  could  become  more  directly 
involved  in  co-sponsorship  of  these.

Commissioner  Boas  noted  the  Esplanade  project,  which 
features  poets,  writers  and  historians,  and  involves 
signage  concerning  San  Francisco  history.   This  project  is 
currently  under  the  purview  of  the  Visual  Arts  Committee. 

Commissioner  Sklar  stated  that  this  Committee  needs  to  be 
reconsolidated ,  along  with  the  others,  in  a  general 
reorganization  of  the  Agency's  committees.   It  was  agreed 
to  form  a  Literature/Theatre  Committee  for  a  three  month 
period,  and  she  stated  that  she  would  be  contacting  people 
soon. 

Commissioner  Sklar  stated  that  reviving  the  Awards  of  Honor 
will  not  be  seriously  considered  until  a  new  Director  is  on 
board . 

Commissioner  Rosekrans  departed  at  5:00  p.m.  at  the  end  of 
this  report.

VII.  UNFINISHED  BUSINESS 

Commissioner  Sklar  stated  that  an  ad  hoc  committee  on  the 
Arts  Policy  Plan  will  be  formed  in  order  to  respond  to  the 
public  testimony  at  the  recent  joint  hearing,  and 
Commissioners  will  be  contacted  shortly. 

Margie  O'Driscoll  reported  that  the  proposal  to  create  a 
Department  of  Cultural  Affairs  is  proceeding  swiftly  and 
will  be  heard  in  the  Economic  and  Social  Policy  Committee 
on  February  12.   It  will  then  go  to  the  full  Board  of 
Supervisors . 

The  impetus  for  this  came  from  the  desire  to  make  Grants 
For  The  Arts  more  publicly  accountable.   Also,  the  Board 
wishes  to  consolidate  the  23  city  departments  with  arts 
programs  under  one  organization.   A  committee  will  be 
appointed  to  examine  all  the  different  functions.   The 
exact  configuration  of  this  committee  has  yet  to  be 
determined . 

Discussion  occurred  as  to  what  role  the  Arts  Commission 
will  play  in  this  new  Department,  and  what  it  can  do  to 
effect  its  own  aims  and  goals  as  part  of  the  Charter 
revision.   Commissioner  Sklar  stated  that  Commissioners  can 
take  the  new  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  around  to 
personally  meet  with  individual  Supervisors  at  the 
appropriate  time.   Supervisors  Hallinan,  Gonzalez,  Migden 
and  Shelley  were  mentioned  as  prominent  in  this  project. 
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O'Driscoll  stated  that  when  this  committee  is  convened, 
they  will  need  to  come  up  with  all  their  recommendations  by 
June,  in  order  to  be  on  the  November  ballot. 

Some  further  discussion  occurred.   It  was  agreed  that  staff 
would  draft  a  memo  to  Commissioners,  addressing  the  Arts 
Commission's  role  in  the  new  department.   Commissioner 
Sklar  noted  last  year's  discussion  of  a  Charter  Amendment, 
and  what  the  Commissioners  would  like  to  see  added  to  it, 
stating  that  this  should  be  the  starting  position. 

VIII.   NEW  BUSINESS 

Margie  O'Driscoll  reported  that  new  formal  hours  of 
operation  have  been  instituted  at  the  Arts  Commission.   The 
Agency  is  officially  open  from  8:00  a.m.  to  5:00  p.m.,  with 
actual  coverage  from  7:30  a.m.  to  6:00  p.m.,  due  to  flex 
time  arrangements  of  some  staff. 

The  Gallery  will  be  closed  for  most  of  April,  to  enable  the 
Director  and  Assistant  Director  to  use  up  most  of  their 
accumulated  comp  time. 

O'Driscoll  stated  that  staff  will  be  taking  longer  to 
perform  work  in  preparation  for  some  Committee  meetings, 
due  to  more  stringent  "comp  time"  regulations.   Requests 
for  extra  preparation  necessitating  overtime  will  be 
closely  scrutinized. 

Commissioner  Okamoto  announced  that  Assistant  NAP  Director 
Fe  Bongolan  is  currently  starring  in  the  play,  "Eye  of  the 
Coconut" ,  at  the  Asian  American  Theatre  through  February 
17.   Commissioners  and  staff  were  invited  to  attend. 

Leah  Forbes  thanked  the  eight  Commissioners  who  attended 
the  joint  hearings  on  the  Arts  Policy  Plan. 

IX.   ADJOURNMENT 

There  being  no  further  business.  Commissioner  Sklar 
adjourned  the  meeting  at  5:15  p.m.  in  memory  of 
Commissioner  Kriken's  mother  who  died  recently.

III.  PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

Commissioner  Sklar  reported  that  the  Search  Committee  will 
interview  4  finalists  for  the  Director's  position  on  Friday, 
Saturday,  and  Monday,  March  8,  9,  and  11.   She  noted  that  2 
additional  final  candidates  declined  to  interview,  due  to  the 
lack  of  travel  and  relocation  reimbursement  funds.   In  all 
likelihood,  by  the  April  meeting,  the  new  Director  will  be 
announced . 

Commissioner  Sklar  thanked  Margie  O'Driscoll  for  her 
leadership  at  the  Arts  Commission  as  Acting  Director  of 
Cultural  Affairs  during  this  transitional  time.   She  stated 
that  O'Driscoll  has  been  a  joy  to  work  with,  a  sentiment 
echoed  by  other  Commissioners,  staff,  and  the  arts  community. 


For  the  record,  the  April  Regular  Monthly  Meeting  will  be  on 
April  1,  since  most  Commissioners  will  be  in  town. 
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IV.   DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Acting  Director  Margie  O'Driscoll  reported  briefly  on  staffing 
changes.   Collection  Manager  Debra  Lehane  is  on  indefinite  maternity 
leave  that  could  stretch  into  five  months.   In  the  interim,  the 
Public  Art  staff  and  the  Commission  Secretary  are  sharing  Collection 
Management  and  Civic  Design  Review  Committee  responsibilities  in 
addition  to  their  regular  work. 

O'Driscoll  introduced  Anne  Kronenberg,  Administrative  Analyst,  newly 
arrived  at  the  Arts  Commission  on  temporary  appointment  of 
approximately  three  months.  She  will  implement  recommendations  from 
the  Controller's  audit,  and  will  work  with  Civil  Service  to  create  a 
temporary  replacement  position  to  handle  Civic  Design  and  Collection 
Management  staffing  responsibilities. 

O'Driscoll  reported  that  the  Economic  and  Social  Policy  Committee  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  recently  passed  a  resolution  to  create  a 
task  force  to  study  creating  a  new  Department  of  Cultural  Affairs. 
It  will  go  to  the  full  Board  of  Supervisors  in  about  two  weeks. 
Initially  it  was  proposed  that  each  Supervisor  would  appoint  one 
member  to  the  task  force,  and  the  Mayor,  CAO ,  and  Arts  Commission 
would  each  also  appoint  one.   Other  proposals  have  been  advanced  by 
various  parties. 

Commissioners  expressed  concern  that  more  than  one  member  of  the 
Arts  Commission  be  represented  on  this  task  force.   They  agreed  on 
the  importance  of  maintaining  a  very  clear  cut  line  of  communication 
with  clear  information  about  what  they,  as  Arts  Commissioners,  do 
every  step  of  the  way.   No  assumptions  should  be  made  as  to  the 
Supervisors'  knowledge  regarding  the  way  the  Commission  operates, 
vis  a  vis  Charter  Ordinances,  etc. 

O'Driscoll  stated  that  she  will  attend  a  Friends  of  the  Arts 
Commission  Board  Meeting  tommorrow  night,  and  will  hopefully 
ascertain  their  final  going-out-of -business  strategy. 

She  reported  on  a  recent,  complimentary  Examiner  article  about  a 
bid  by  Artspace  Development  Corporation  to  build  low  cost  artist 
housing  on  Potrero  Hill.   She  referred  to  a  resolution  passed  by  the 
Arts  Commission  in  support  of  this,  stating  that  this  will  come 
before  the  Planning  Commission  on  Thursday  of  this  week. 

O'Driscoll  reported  on  a  productive  meeting  with  El  Paso  Natural  Gas 
Corporation  regarding  the  Arts  Commission  grant  application  for 
Opening  Night  of  the  1991  POPS  Concert  season. 

She  stated  that  she  has  been  invited  to  go  to  Russia  at  the  end  of 
April  as  part  of  a  group  of  arts  administrators  sponsored  by  the 
Russian  government.

Margie  O'Driscoll  reported  that  resident  companies  at  the  Western 
Addition  Cultural  Center  --Wajumbe  Cultural  Institution  and  African 
American  Historical  and  Cultural  Society--  have  met  with  the  Board 
of  Directors  at  the  Center,  a.k.a  the  Supporters  of  the  Western 
Addition  Cultural  Center  ( SOWACC )  to  formulate  a  lease,  and  will 
likely  appear  before  the  full  Commission  at  the  April  meeting,  with 
a  joint  lease  proposal.

Commissioner  Genera  reported  on  a  letter  sent  to  the  Arts  Commission 
by  Alessandro  Baccari ,  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Fisherman's  Wharf 
Merchants'  Association,  copies  of  which  were  delivered  to  all 
Commissioners  at  the  February  Commission  Meeting.   Baccari  had  been 
previously  well-disposed  toward  the  Street  Artist  presence  in  the 
Fisherman's  Wharf  area.   An  apparent  change  of  heart  has  resulted, 
since  two  more  Street  Artist  spaces  were  being  proposed  in  the  area. 
His  letter  stated  that  the  artists  were  "a  cultural  anomaly"  and 
were  out  of  keeping  with  the  "seafaring,  seafood  traditions"  of  the 
area.   The  letter  continued  in  derogatory  vein  against  the  artists. 
Commissioner  Genera  stated  that  Commissioner  Eichelbaum  and  he  have 
sent  Mr.  Baccari  a  reply.   Considerable  discussion  occurred  over 
this  seeming  change  of  heart  on  Baccari 's  part. 

Program  Director  Howard  Lazar  stated  that  Baccari  has  been 
acquainted  with  the  Program  for  19  years.   As  spokesman  for  the 
Fisherman's  Wharf  organization,  his  job  is  to  represent  \iews  of 
all,  as  well  as  some,  of  its  members.   He  has  requested  that  Lazar 
attend  a  meeting  with  these  members,  to  hear  their  concerns,  prior 
to  the  Arts  Commission  voting  on  the  two  additional  spaces.   The 
Commission's  postponement  of  its  consideration  will  enable  Lazar  to 
meet  with  the  group. 

Lazar  stated  that  what  was  critical  to  observe  was  not  so  much  the 
issue  of  two  additional  spaces  but  the  fact  that  a  group  of  people 
under  the  purview  of  the  Arts  Commission  was  being  defamed.  This, 
in  turn,  could  also  be  taken  as  a  defamation  against  the  efforts  of 
a  program  of  the  Commission.  Baccari ' s  derogatory  remarks  about  a 
group  of  people,  couched  in  his  request  for  a  postponement,  were 
unfounded  and  uncalled  for.  The  Commission  should  not  sit  quietly 
by  and  let  this  happen.  Lazar  commended  the  two  Commissioners  who 
had  chosen  to  speak  up.

Macneil  viewed  sculptor  Bruce  Hasson's  work  for  the  Bush  Polk 
Parking  Garage,  at  a  foundry  in  Berkeley.   They  viewed  the  clay 
piece  prior  to  casting  in  aluminum.   After  casting,  they  will  do 
another  inspection.   They  were  excited  with  the  way  this  piece  is 
coming  along. 

Festival  Committee  -  Amalia  Mesa-Bains.  Chair 

Commissioner  Mesa-Bains  reported  on  a  recent  Committee  meeting 
concerning  the  Youth  Arts  Festival.   This  is  a  collaboration  between 
the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District,  the  Kennedy  Center 
Imagination  Festival,  and  the  Arts  Commission.    The  AC  has  been 
asked  to  increase  its  financial  commitment,  either  to  fund  a  catalog 
or  an  awards  program.   Singling  out  certain  children  for  awards  was 
ruled  out  at  this  time. 

It  was  decided  to  support  a  Family  Day  on  Saturday  at  the  Youth  Arts 
Festival,  with  an  emphasis  on  facilitating  greater  participation  by 
working  class  families  in  areas  remote  to  the  DeYoung  Museum,  e.g. 
Chinatown  and  Hunters  Point.   This  will  mean  providing  buses  and 
some  hands-on  materials  to  inform  them  of  the  event. 

She  stressed  the  need  for  this,  in  view  of  the  recent  drastic  budget 
cuts  in  art  and  music  classes  in  the  public  schools.   She  stated  for 
the  record  that  this  is  not  just  a  short  term  issue;  it  is  the 
beginning  of  a  long-term  deterioration  of  arts  in  the  public 
schools,  due  to  public  disinterest  in  public  education  as  a 
fundable,  taxable  concern.   There  is  no  protection  at  the  state 
level.   She  cited  the  Cultural  Centers,  given  this  trend,  as  being 
the  only  places  children  can  go  for  any  music  and  art. 

Further  discussion  occurred  concerning  the  most  effective  use  of 
Arts  Commission  Youth  Arts  Festival  monies.   Bringing  children  from 
music  workshops  at  Bayview  Opera  House  and  the  Western  Addition 
Cultural  Center  to  see  POPS  Concert  rehearsals  was  proposed  and 
discussed.

Civic  Design  Review  Committee  -  John  Kriken,  Chair 

In  Chair  Kriken' s  absence.  Commissioner  Healy  reported  on  a  special 
Civic  Design  meeting  held  today,  just  prior  to  the  Regular  meeting, 
to  consider  the  revised  design  of  the  Junipero  Serra  Clubhouse. 
Today *s  meeting  was  held  to  address  concerns  expressed  by 
Commissioner  Kriken  and  other  Committee  members  at  the  March  18 
Committee  meeting.   In  particular,  the  Committee  felt  that  the 
building's  entrance  design  pushed  an  inappropriate  grandiosity. 

Commissioners  Healy  and  LaRocca  felt  that  the  drawings  presented 
today  responded  well  to  concerns  expressed  at  the  March  18  meeting, 
stating  their  support  for  the  current  revised  design.   Berry  von 
hungen  Groth  of  the  Bureau  of  Architecture  presented  these  drawings 
to  the  full  Commission,  and  after  brief  discussion  the  Commissioners 
unanimously  agreed  to  place  the  following  motion  on  the  Agenda. 
This  motion  was  MOVED  by  Commissioner  Healy,  SECONDED,  and 
unanimously  ADOPTED:

Literature  Committee  -  Stanley  Eichelbaum.  Chair 

Commissioner  Eichelbaum  began  discussion  regarding  creating  an  Arts 
Commission  writer's  award  program.   He  recently  attended  the  annual 
Lesbian  and  Gay  Writers  Conference,  held  in  San  Francisco,  and 
attended  by  approximately  1,500  people.   He  noted  that  this  is  the 
largest  local,  annual  literary  event  and  stated  that  he  would  like 
to  inaugurate  an  annual  literary  Arts  Commission  award  with  a 
presentation  at  next  year's  event.   He  asked  for  the  Commission  to 
support  him  in  his  desire  to  send  a  letter  on  Arts  Commission 
stationery  to  various  individuals  solicitating  donations  to  fund  the 
award,  about  $3,000.00. 
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Commissioner  Mesa-Bains  stated  that  this  raises  a  policy  issue  of 
how  the  AC  will  acknowledge  the  literary  community,  something  that 
there  has  never  yet  been  staffing  to  do.   However,  a  plan  should  be 
put  in  place  and  potential  awardees  identified  within  this 
community,  prior  to  planning  an  actual  award  to  any  one  group. 

Commissioner  Boas  noted  that  this  is  not  the  only  award  the  AC  has 
discussed,  and  issues  around  the  giving  of  awards  tie  in  with  the 
imminent  hiring  of  a  new  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs.   This  person 
will  need  to  be  involved  in  this  policy  making  process. 

Commissioner  Sklar  directed  this  item  to  be  placed  on  the  Agenda  for 
the  next  Community  Arts  Committee  meeting;  for  research  to  be  done 
to  identify  those  deserving  of  an  award;  and  for  Commissioner 
Eichelbaum  to  continue  investigating  ways  to  raise  money  for  a 
possible  award  to  a  writer  at  the  Lesbian  and  Gay  Writers  Conference 
at  a  future  time.   However,  the  Commission  will  not  make  an  on  the 
record  statement  in  support  of  a  particular  award  at  this  time. 


VII.  UNFINISHED  BUSINESS 

Commissioners  decided  to  vote  on  the  lease  for  the  Western  Addition 
Cultural  Center  even  though  Claude  Everhart  had  not  arrived.   The 
current  Director,  Gil  Gordon,  and  the  new  Director,  Oba  T ' Shaka , 
were  present.   The  Center  will  be  renamed  the  Center  for  African  and 
African  American  Arts  and  Culture.   Three  parties  will  be 
represented  in  the  lease:   The  African  American  Historical  and 
Cultural  Society,  the  Wajumbe  Cultural  Institution,  and  all  other 
tenants  operating  programs  within  the  Center. 

The  Commissioners  thanked  representatives  from  the  Center  and  the 
community  for  their  steadfast  dedication  to  working  through  this 
long  negotiating  process.   Commissioner  Mesa-Bains  thanked 
Commissioner  Eichelbaum  for  his  guidance  as  Chair  of  the  NAP 
Program. 

Commissioners  unanimously  agreed  to  place  the  following  Motion  on 
the  Agenda.   It  was  then  MOVED  by  Commissioner  Eichelbaum,  SECONDED, 
and  unanimously  ADOPTED:

Literature  Committee  -  Stanley  Eichelbaum,  Chair 

Commissioner  Eichelbaum  reported  that  he  has  continued  to  pursue  the 
possibility  of  an  annual  Arts  Commission  literary  award,  starting 
next  year.   He  and  Commissioner  Mesa-Bains  have  discussed  giving 
three  awards,  so  as  to  broaden  the  scope  of  this  kind  of 
recognition.   The  following  are  possibilities:   One  to  be  given  at

Francisco  State  University  in  either  the  Poetry  or  Writers'

chapter  of  the  Black  Writers  Association. 

Commissioner  Eichelbaum  stated  that  he  would  consult  Leah  Forbes  as 
to  possible  funding  sources,  e.g.  grants,  for  these  awards.   An  ad 
hoc  Committee  of  several  Commissioners  would  be  formed  to  identify 
possible  recipients  and  the  decision  to  award  would  be  made  by  the 
Commission  as  a  whole.   The  Commissioners  encouraged  him  to  continue 
planning  and  develop  a  proposal. 

Civic  Design  Review  Committee  -  John  Kriken,  Chair 

Consent  Calendar  Item  1 ; 

In  Chair  Kriken's  absence,  Commissioner  Okamoto  reported  that 
several  individuals  wish  to  speak  on  the  record  regarding  the 
proposed  new  Main  Library  design  and  its  relationship  to  the  Pioneer 
Monument,  located  at  the  corner  of  Grove  and  Hyde  Streets. 

Commissioner  Okamoto  summed  up  the  review  process  to  date,  stating 
that  both  the  Library  Commission  and  Arts  Commission  have  gone  on 
record  favoring  relocation  of  the  Monument.   He  stated  that  the  main 
objections  to  this  proposal  are:   1)  that  the  Hyde  and  Grove  Street 
facades  do  not  reflect  the  true  character  of  the  area;  and  2)  that 
the  Pioneer  Monument  at  the  corner  of  Grove  and  Hyde  Streets  should 
not  be  relocated  to  facilitate  the  design  of  the  new  building.   The 
Civic  Design  Review  Committee  approved  Phase  II  design  development 
of  the  Library,  allowing  for  the  Monument's  relocation,  at  its 
04/22/91  meeting. 

People  then  spoke  for  and  against  relocation  of  the  Monument. 

Commissioners  Kriken  and  Phillips  arrived  at  4:00  p.m.,  during  the 
testimony. 

The  following  individuals  favored  allowing  the  Monument  to  remain  in 
its  original  location,  with  the  design  of  the  new  building 
accommodating  this:   Winchell  Hayward  of  the  California  Heritage 
Council;  Ira  Kurlander,  Jack  Morrison,  and  Mary  Anne  Miller  of  San 
Francisco  Tomorrow;  Edward  Michael,  retired  San  Francisco  historian 
and  volunteer  in  SF  History  Room  of  Main  Library;  Clark  Manus, 
American  Institute  of  Architects. 

Mary  Anne  Miller  read  the  following  excerpt  of  a  letter  to  the  Arts 
Commissioners  into  the  record,  and  the  above-named  indiviuals 
testified,  in  turn. 

"I  believe  the  New  Main  will  be  a  thrilling  lifetime  achievement  for 
all  who  have  been  associated  with  it  from  conception  to 
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construction.   I  admire  the  architects'  faithfulness  to  the 
magnificent  tradition  of  the  Beaux  Arts  buildings  which  presently 
comprise  our  world-class  Civic  Center.   I  believe  the  two  facades  on 
Larkin  and  Fulton  Streets  are  beautifully  designed  and  I  would  spend 
more  time  in  this  letter  in  praise  of  these  handsome  facades  if  it 
were  not  for  the  very  real  problems  I  see  on  the  other  faces  of  this 
proposed  design.   But  we  are  told  we  must  accept  these  bland  facades 
and  that  we  must  lose  the  Pioneer  Monument,  as  important  a  piece  of 
civic  design  to  be  found  in  the  City. 

"We  believe  this  historic  sculptural  group  is  being  sacrificed 
partly  out  of  ignorance,  and  partly  in  eagerness  to  keep  the 
development  on  time  and  on  budget.   Instead  of  the  Pioneer  Monument, 
we  see  a  little  notch,  a  cubic  void  which  represents  where  the 
Pioneer  Monument  was . 

"We  do  not  wish  to  delay  the  project.   But  we  feel  it  is  necessary 
to  study  the  alternatives  to  the  project,  as  the  EIR,  which  is  just 
beginning  to  be  prepared,  will  put  them  forward  in  about  a  year." 

Keep  Pioneer  Monument  in  Present  Site/Summary  of  Concerns: 

a)  Acknowledge  the  Monument's  axial  importance  as  the  visual  entry 
point  to  the  Civic  Center  from  Market  Street.   Stress 
importance  of  8th  Street  as  a  gateway  to  the  Civic  Center. 
People  coming  up  8th  Street  on  Muni  and  exiting  from  Bart  need 
to  see  the  entrance  to  the  Library,  rather  than  its  backside. 

b)  Hyde  and  Grove  Street  facade  elevations  are  very  poor  and 
inexpressive.   Some  ornament  must  be  developed  that  speaks 
directly  to  pedestrians,  instead  of  relying  on  street  trees  to 
soften  this  building.   Create  a  'reading  wall'  at  pedestrian 
eye  level,  engraving  into  granite  the  history  of  the  site: 

The  sand  lot  days,  historic  newspaper  pages,  classic 
pre-1906  City  Hall  photos,  etc. 

c  )    A  new  site  will  have  no  relati\^ity  to  why  the  Monument  was 

built.   It  was  San  Francisco's  first  attempt  at  formal  urban 
design.   It  is  the  only  visible  remaining  trace  of  the  SF 
Municipal  government  from  1835-1870.   The  Monument  will  lose 
its  historicity  in  another  site,  and  the  Civic  Center  will  lose 
40  more  years  of  its  history. 

d)    Moving  and  reassembling  the  Monument  will  cost  more  than  the 
presently  budgeted  $175,000.00.   This  money  has  yet  to  be 
raised.   Arts  Commissioner  Amalia  Mesa-Bains  has  gone  on 
record  stating  her  distaste  for  the  Monument.   There  is 
justifiable  fear  that  given  all  this,  the  Monument  will  be 
disassembled,  put  into  storage,  and  forgotten  about,  never  to 
be  relocated  or  seen  again. 
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VI.   COMMITTEE  REPORTS/Civic  Design  (Continued) 

The  following  individuals  spoke  in  favor  of  moving  the  Pioneer 
Monument:   James  Haas,  member,  Friends  of  the  Library;  Greg  Miller, 
Architect;  Kelly  Culben,  Tenderloin  Youth  Advocates;  Clark  Manus , 
American  Institute  of  Architects. 

Move  the  Pioneer  Monument /Summary  of  Concerns: 

a)  The  prior  axial  location  of  the  Monument  is  no  longer  relevant 
because  the  original  context  for  its  location  has  disappeared. 

b)  It  deserves  a  prominent  position  rather  than  a  niche  in  a 
building  corner.   It  was  originally  in  front  of  City  Hall,  so 
put  it  back  there. 

c)  A  bond  Issue  can  pay  for  the  Monument's  movement  and 
reassembly . 

d)  Libraries  are  always  in  need  of  more  space.   Considerable  space 
would  be  sacrificed  in  order  to  retain  the  Monument, 
surrounding  granite  curb,  and  a  perimeter  space  around  that. 
The  Library  cannot  afford  this  space  sacrifice. 

End  of  Public  Testimony. 

In  response  to  claims  of  insufficient  public  notification  of  recent 
Civic  Design  meetings.  Library  Commission  President  and  Ex-Officio 
Arts  Commission  member  Steven  Coulter  responded  that  the  public 
process  for  all  considerations  surrounding  the  new  Library  has  been 
an  ongoing,  highly  publicized  one  for  the  past  three  years.   Prior 
to  1988,  no  one  expressed  interest  in  the  Pioneer  Monument  for  80 
years,  as  the  area  deteriorated,  with  the  Monument  becoming 
virtually  a  pviblic  urinal.   He  stated  that  the  time  has  come  to 
return  the  Monument  to  a  place  of  honor.   The  Fulton  Street  Mall 
is  under  serious  consideration  as  a  site,  with  a  bond  issue  planned 
for  1992. 

Commissioner  Healy  clarified,  for  the  record,  that  Commissioner 
Mesa-Bains'  precise  objection  to  the  Pioneer  Monument  was,  "Native 
Americans  are  portrayed  in  an  inoffensive  and  inappropriate  manner" . 

The  architects  for  the  new  design,  Jim  Freed  and  Cathy  Simon,  showed 
slides  and  spoke  about  the  Beaux  Arts  buildings  of  the  Civic  Center 
area.   They  talked  about  how  their  design  fits  into  the  current 
context  of  the  environment,  dealing  with  all  four  facades.   Cathy 
Simon  stated  that  the  building  could  not  be  a  good  backdrop  for  the 
Monument.   She  showed  a  slide  illustrating  what  portion  of  the 
building  would  be  taken  out  if  the  Monument,  granite  curb,  and  a 
suitable  perimeter  were  to  remain  on  site.

VII.  UNFINISHED  BUSINESS 

Ace  Washington/Public  Testimony  on  Western  Addition  Cultural  Center 
(WACO  Lease: 

Mr.  Washington  introduced  himself  as  having  a  22  year  involvement 
with  WACC .   He  produces  the  cablevision  program,  "Ace  In  Your  Face". 
He  is  also  recipient  of  the  "Unsung  Hero"  award,  given  by  the 
Friends  of  the  Library  at  the  Cultural  Center  Library. 

He  stated  his  feeling  that  the  current  lease  arrangement  is  a 
"takeover"  of  the  Center. 

He  spoke  of  the  history  of  urban  renewal  in  the  Western  Addition 
since  World  War  II.   He  described  it  as  one  of  steady  erosion  of 
black-owned  businesses  and  homes.   A  study  was  done  in  1946  on  the 
results  of  post  war  urban  renewal  in  the  Western  Addition  and  the 
Fillmore  by  Chester  McFee  of  the  Planning  Department,  but  this  study 
has  never  been  made  public.   Mr.  Washington  and  others  have 
approached  Deputy  Mayor  Claude  Everhart  to  obtain  funding  to  see  the 
results  of  this  study. 

He  announced  an  art  extravaganza  at  the  Kabuki  Theatre  on  June  13, 
the  grand  opening  of  the  Juneteenth  Festival.   He  requested  help  and 
support  from  the  Arts  Commission  to  make  this  Festival  a  success. 

Margie  O'Driscoll  responded  that  the  Lease  will  come  before  the 
Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  Wednesday,  May  1. 
She  invited  Mr.  Washington  to  call  her  or  Community  Arts  Program 
Assistant  Director,  Sonia  Gray,  for  suggestions  on  Arts  Commission 
support  for  the  Juneteenth  Festival. 

Arthouse  Coordinator  Jennifer  Spangler  announced  that  the  next  joint 
hearing  on  the  Arts  Policy  Plan  will  take  place  on  May  30,  at  1:30 
p.m. 

VIII.   NEW  BUSINESS 

Commissioner  Genera  announced  that  CASA  (Community  Alternative 
Social  Association)  will  be  sponsoring  the  first  visual  arts 
exhibition  of  Latino/Gay,  Lesbian  and  Bisexual  artists  at  the 
Mission  Cultural  Center.

III.  PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

Commissioner  Boas  reported  that  a  group  of  Arts  Commissioners 
attended  the  joint  meeting  with  the  Planning  Commission  on  May 
30  to  approve  the  Arts  Policy  Plan.   Further  discussion  will 
occur  in  the  Community  Arts  Committee  Report. 
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III.   PRESIDENT'S  REPORT  (Continued) 

At  Commissioner  Boas'  request,  Commissioner  Phillips  introduced  Tom 
Seligman,  Deputy  Director  of  the  Fine  Arts  Museums,  who  gave  a  slide 
presentation  on  the  Legion  of  Honor  Master  Plan. 

Seligman  stated  that  this  project  will  involve  seismic  upgrading, 
asbestos  removal,  and  handicapped  accessibility.   An  iron  fence  will 
be  placed  at  the  colonnaded  entryway  to  protect  the  Rodin  sculpture, 
"The  Thinker",  within  the  courtyard.   Cast  during  Rodin's  lifetime, 
this  valuable  sculpture  has  been  subjected  to  repeated  vandalism,  as 
have  "The  Three  Shades" ,  another  sculpture  to  be  moved  into  the 
courtyard.   "The  Thinker"  will  be  moved  forward  to  accommodate 
ground-level  skylights,  which  will  bring  light  into  the  lower  le\-el. 
Landscaping  has  yet  to  be  detailed. 

The  entire  building  must  be  completely  evacuated  during  the  work  and 
will  be  closed  for  two  years.   Regrading  a  service  road  will  create 
access  to  the  lower  level  for  evening  events  in  the  theater,  etc., 
during  closure. 

Seligman  described  the  planned  renovations,  and  showed  slides  of 
models.   He  showed  slides  of  the  Legion  of  Honor  in  Paris,  France, 
after  which  the  local  one  is  modeled,  noting  comparisons  between  the 
two  . 

The  Museum  is  currently  working  with  an  architect  on  the  schematics, 
and  expects  to  be  out  to  bid  in  about  16  months  time. 

Commissioner  Kriken  stated  that,  given  the  changes  to  the  courtyard, 
this  project  should  come  before  the  Civic  Design  Review  Committee. 
Seligman  responded  that  the  City  Charter  explicitly  gives  the  Museum 
Board  of  Trustees  jurisdiction  over  design  review  of  the  Museum  and 
grounds.   Some  further  discussion  occurred. 

Commissioner  Okamoto  arrived  at  3:20  p.m.,  during  the  above 
discussion . 

IV.   DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Acting  Director  O'Driscoll  reported  that  Assistant  Director  Dennis 
Rumsey  died  on  May  17,  1991,  following  a  long  illness.   At  his  wish, 
there  was  no  memorial  service.   However,  plans  are  underway  to 
dedicate  the  upcoming  POPS  Concert  series  to  his  memory. 

Commissioner  Mesa-Bains  is  in  intensive  care  in  Pacific  Presbyterian 
Hospital.   She  is  expected  to  be  home  soon. 

State/Local  Program  Coordinator  Leah  Forbes  will  be  leaving  the  Arts 
Commission  at  the  end  of  June.   The  Arts  Policy  Plan  has  neared 
completion,  and  the  end  of  the  State/Local  grant/fiscal  year  will 
occur  on  June  30. 
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IV.   DIRECTOR'S  REPORT  (Continued) 

Juan  Martinez,  AC  Accounting  Clerk,  became  a  father  for  the  third 
time  two  hours  ago.   His  wife,  Mabel  and  new  daughter,  Jeanette 
Marie,  are  doing  fine. 

The  lease  for  the  Western  Addition  Cultural  Center  was  approved  by 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  two  weeks  ago. 

Budget  negotiations  for  the  Arts  Commission  are  drawing  to  a  close. 
The  1991-92  budget  will  be  approved  on  July  1  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors . 

O'Driscoll  praised  staff  and  Acting  Assistant  Director  Anne 
Kronenberg  for  their  efforts  in  pulling  the  Annual  Report  together 
in  two  weeks.   This  document  is  mandated  by  City  Ordinance.

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  to  expend  an  additional  $15,000.00  for  editing, 
graphic  design,  photography,  banner  design,  billboard  design  and 
coordination  of  a  series  of  specific  "seeding"  events  associated 
with  the  release  and  production  of  Market  Street  Master  Plan. 

Commissioner  Phillips  thanked  the  Commissioners  for  their  support  of 
moving  the  sculpture,  "The  Three  Shades" ,  to  a  safer  location. 

Community  Arts  Committee  -  Stanley  Eichelbaum  and  Rai  Okamoto, 
Co-Chairs 

a)   The  Arts  Policy  Plan: 

Commissioner  Okamoto  thanked  departing  State/Local  Program 
Coordinator  Leah  Forbes  for  her  hard  work  in  pulling  the  Arts  Policy 
Plan  together  in  time  for  the  Joint  Meeting  with  the  Planning 
Commission  on  Thursday,  May  30. 

He  stated  that  while  the  Plan  was  adopted  at  this  joint  meeting  as 
part  of  the  City's  Master  Plan,  there  were  certain  reservations 
expressed  as  to  the  implementing  actions. 

Commissioner  Boas  introduced  Jeanette  Redensek  of  the  Museum  of 
Modern  Art,  who  spoke  for  the  Museum  regarding  adoption  of  the  Plan. 
She  stated  that  both  the  Museum  and  the  Symphony  have  reservations 
about  the  philosophy  as  expressed  in  the  Plan  proper  and  the 
implementing  actions  as  well.   They  feel  it  fosters  divisiveness 
rather  than  cohesion  among  large  and  small  arts  institutions  in  the 
City;  they  strongly  oppose  the  broadening  of  the  Arts  Commission's 
jurisdiction;  and  they  disagree  with  the  designated  role  for  large 
budget  arts  institutions. 

Considerable  discussion  ensued.   Commissioner  Boas  stated  that  while 
she  voted  to  approve  the  Plan  at  the  joint  hearing,  since  no  quorum 
of  Arts  Commissioners  was  present,  that  vote  did  not  constitute 
actual  Arts  Commission  adoption  of  the  Plan.   She  stated  that  she 
would  like  to  see  further  careful  review  of  the  Plan  by  Arts 
Commissioners  prior  to  its  official  adoption. 

Commissioner  Okamoto  stated  that  there  are  no  hard  and  fast  rules 
for  implementation  of  the  Arts  Policy  Plan  and  Commissioners  should 
not  be  afraid  of  its  adoption.   This  is  a  flexible  document.  Nothing 
will  be  served  by  further  tinkering  with  the  general  policy 
statements  in  the  Plan.   They  respond  to  most  of  the  concerns 
expressed,  if  not  all.   This  Plan  has  been  in  creation  for  three 
years  and  that  is  long  enough. 

Commissioner  Boas  advocated  seeking  emergency  funds  for  a  San 
Francisco-based  consultant,  already  familiar  with  the  local  arts 
scene  and  the  Plan,  to  fine  tune  the  policies  and  implementing 
actions,  for  a  period  of  approximately  one  month. 
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Acting  Director  O'Driscoll  voiced  concern  about  the  timeline.   She 
will  be  at  the  Arts  Commission  for  approximately  six  more  weeks. 
Leah  Forbes  will  be  with  State/Local  through  the  end  of  June.   There 
will  be  no  staff  at  the  Agency  to  deal  with  the  Plan  when  Forbes 
leaves . 

O'Driscoll  recommended  that  the  Commissioners   focus  on  the 
implementing  actions.   Concerns  raised  at  the  joint  meeting  were 
mainly  about  these.   Seeking  funding  to  make  further  modifications 
in  the  Master  Plan  could  take  at  least  6  months. 

Commissioner  Genera  departed  at  4:32  p.m.  and  returned  at  4:35  p.m. 

Commissioner  Okamoto  recommended  adoption  today,  conditional  upon 
refinement  of  language,  keeping  in  mind  that  the  document  is 
amendable . 

Commissioner  Rosekrans  favored  further  refinements  to  the  Plan  prior 
to  adoption. 

Jeanette  Redensek  stated  that  simple  adjustments  in  language 
situated  throughout  the  document  may  be  satisfactory. 

Implementation  steps  could  be  added,  e.g.  current  steps  are  focused 
too  much  on  the  local  artists  and  arts  community,  disregarding  that 
community's  desire  to  have  communication  with  an  international  arts 
community . 

Discussion  turned  to  what  the  AC  staff  could  actually  do  to  the  Plan 
in  one  month.   Leah  Forbes  stated  that  the  background  material  can 
be  strengthened  without  major  revisions.   She  recommended  against 
going  back  to  the  Planning  Commission  trying  to  amend  a  Plan  that 
was  just  adopted.   Besides,  it  takes  two  months  just  to  get  on  the 
Planning  Commission  agenda. 

O'Driscoll  clarified  that  while  the  Plan  was  jointly  adopted  by  both 
Commissions  as  part  of  the  city's  Master  Plan,  the  implementing 
actions  are  primarily  a  responsibility  of  the  Arts  Commission. 

Jeanette  Redensek  stated  that  she  feels  a  satisfactory  compromise 
can  be  reached  without  actual  policy  changes. 

O'Driscoll  stated  that  if  the  Arts  Commission  changes  the  document, 
it  must  hold  another  public  hearing  and  notify  all  participants. 
She  reiterated  that  there  will  be  no  more  staff  for  this  Plan  after 
June  30. 

Leah  Forbes  stated  that  two  actions  are  open  to  the  Commissioners: 

a)  Use  the  Issues  Report  to  flesh  out  the  policies  document; 

b)  Make  the  implementing  actions  address  concerns  that  have  been 
voiced . 
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VI.   COMMITTEE  REPORTS/Community  Arts  (Continued) 

Discussion  occurred  as  to  whether  this  document  can  undergo 
alterations  independent  of  City  Planning  approval.   There  was 
general  agreement  that  it  cannot. 

Commissioner  Phillips  noted  that  if  the  Arts  Commission  can  develop 
the  implementing  actions  to  appeal  to  a  broad  enough  spectrum  and 
get  them  passed,  they  will  have  virtually  done  the  Cultural  Affairs 
Task  Force's  job.   She  stated  that  it  is  better  to  take  the 
initiative  in  this  way,  rather  than  to  wait  and  see  what  they  come 
up  with  and  react  to  it. 

The  following  resolution  was  moved  by  Commissioner  Rosekrans, 
seconded,  and  adopted  by  majority,  with  two  dissenting  votes:

Commissioner  Boas  proposed  a  resolution  concerning  additional 
language  for  the  implementing  actions  for  the  Arts  Policy  Plan. 

It  was  confirmed  by  Leah  Forbes  that  the  Issues  Report  accompanying 
the  Plan  was  not  intrinsically  part  of  the  above  approval. 

Commissioner  Sklar  read  into  the  record  two  letters  concerning 
adoption  of  the  Plan: 

From  Rand  Castile,  Director,  Asian  Art  Museum: 

"On  behalf  of  the  Asian  Art  Museum,  I  want  to  congratulate 
the  Arts  Commission  and  its  staff  for  the  tremendous  effort 
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which  has  gone  into  producing  the  Arts  Policy  Plan  which  is 
before  the  Commission  for  approval  today.   The  addition  of 
an  arts  element  to  the  City's  Master  Plan  is  a  valuable 
means  of  increasing  the  level  of  visibility  of  the  arts  in 
our  community. 

"Much  will  be  happening  over  the  course  of  the  next  12  to  15 
months  which  will  warrant  reexamination  of  the  Policy  Plan. 
This  includes  the  work  on  refining  the  implementation  plan; 
the  arrival  of  the  new  "Director  of  Cultural  Affairs,"  who 
will  undoubtedly  bring  new  ideas  about  the  policies;  and 
the  report  of  the  Cultural  Affairs  Task  Force  on  funding 
issues . 

"On  behalf  of  the  Asian  Art  Museum,  I  recommend  approval  of 
the  Arts  Policy  Plan  --  subject  to  a  commitment  by  the  Arts 
Commission  to  reexamine  the  Plan  by  an  established  date, 
preferably  no  later  than  September  1,  1992." 

From  Bill  Barrett,  President,  San  Francisco  Art  Institute: 

"I  am  unable  to  attend  today's  meeting,  but  did  want  to 
say  that  I  strongly  endorse  the  resolution  suggested  by 
Judith  Teichman.   While  understanding  everyone's  great 
interest  in  adopting  some  form  of  Plan,  I  believe  there 
is  still  a  great  deal  to  be  done  to  make  the  present 
document  workable.   My  thought  is  that  if  adopted  "in 
principle"  today,  there  would  still  be  time  to  work  on 
it  over  the  coming  months,  after  the  new  Director  takes 
office.   The  current  document  is  not  likely  to  receive 
strong  support  within  the  entire  arts  community.   But 
with  time,  I  believe  there  is  a  possibility  of  fashioning 
a  broadly  acceptable  Plan.   I  strongly  urge  you  not  to 
make  it  final  today.   Thank  you." 

Commissioner  Phillips  clarified  that  while  policy  is  the  purview  of 
the  Planning  Commission,  implementation  is  the  purview  of  the  Arts 
Commission.   Commissioners  discussed  ways  of  making  Commissioner 
Boas'  resolution  stronger.

Ace  Washington  spoke  on  what  he  termed  a  "hostile  takeover"  of 
the  Western  Addition  Cultural  Center,  and  how  WAPAC  has  been 
forced  out  of  its  scheduled  use  of  the  Center  by  the  new  Board 
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He  felt  that  the  Center  gave  minimal  financial  support  to  the 
Juneteenth  Festival,  in  comparison  to  what  it  has  given  to 
other  events.   Washington  wished  to  know  who  was  running  the 
Center,  and  to  whom  there  should  he  address  his  comments. 

Margie  O'Driscoll  clarified  that  as  of  July  1,  the  Western 
Addition  Cultural  Center  is  under  new  management  and  is  now 
known  as  the  Center  for  African  and  African  American  Art  and 
Culture.   Oba  T ' Shaka  and  Nontsizi  Cayou  are  the  appropriate 
people  to  speak  to  about  rental  of  facilities.   The  current 
Board  may  or  may  not  keep  Gil  Gordon  on.   the  Arts  Commission 
does  not  and  never  has  managed  the  facility.   It  was  formerly 
managed  by  SOWACC . 

Commissioner  Eichelbaum  stated  that  it  has  been  the  Arts 
Commission's  understanding  that  the  new  management  of  the 
Cultural  Center  will  continue  to  make  the  facility  available  to 
and  honor  ongoing  agreements  with  community  groups. 

Finance  Committee  -  Barbara  Sklar.  Chair 

No  report . 

Civic  Design  Review  Committee  -  John  Kriken,  Chair 

No  report. 

Music  Committee  Report  -  Vernon  Alley.  Chair 

Commissioner  Alley  reported  that  the  Committee  has  worked  to  clarify 
the  relationship  between  the  Symphony  and  the  Arts  Commission,  with 
a  much  smoother  collaboration  being  likely  in  the  future.   Some 
further  discussion  about  this  year's  program  followed. 

Visual  Arts  Committee  -  Anne  Healy,  Chair 

In  Commissioner  Healy's  absence,  Commissioner  LaRocca  gave  the 
report . 

a)   Consent  Calendar  Item  #27: 

Some  discussion  concerned  whether  or  not  this  project  should  come 
before  the  Civic  Design  Review  Committee.   It  was  agreed  that  as 
this  project  sits  on  public  land,  it  will  be  brought  before  Civic 
Design. 

Discussion  concerned  the  appropriateness  of  a  $50,000.00  design 
development  fee.   Curator  Tonia  Macneil  stated  that,  given  the 
overall  budget  of  $500,000.00;  the  approvals  process  which  will  take 
about  one  year;  and  the  involovement  of  three  artists,  $50,00.00  is 
a  low  figure.   This  will  be  the  major  fee  paid  to  the  artists.   The 
remaining  $450,000.00  will  go  almost  entirely  for  fabrication. 
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Commissioners  Sklar  and  Boas  responded  that  the  main  problem  the 
Commissioners  have  with  this  is  that  the  artists  will  be  virtually 
paid  in  full  before  the  feasibility  of  the  project  is  known. 

In  this  vein,  O'Driscoll  questioned  checking  out  the  technical 
feasibility/interdepartmental  issues  of  the  project  with  the  basic 
thrust,  e.g.  the  wording,  still  unresolved.   She  asked  that  Visual 
Arts  staff  what  the  impact  on  the  overall  timeline  would  be,  should 
the  item  be  sent  back  to  Committee  and  brought  back  before  the  full 
Commission  in  August. 

Curators  Tonia  Macneil  and  Jill  Manton  responded  that  it  will 
basically  mean  a  delay  in  getting  the  work  done. 

Jill  Manton  responded  that  the  $50,000.00  fee  will  not  be  paid  to 
the  artists  until  certain  contractual  obligations  have  been  met;  one 
of  these  is  determination  of  the  project's  feasibility.   The  design 
development  fee  can  be  made  in  progress  payments,  with  contingencies 
toward  this  end.   The  artists  would  get  the  full  $50,000.00  only  if 
the  project  is  going  to  go  forward. 

Some  more  discussion  occurred.   Manton  stated  that  if  a  contract  is 
initially  issued  for  Phase  I  only,  necessitating  issuance  of  another 
contract  for  subsequent  phases,  staff  work  is  greatly  multiplied. 
Each  subsequent  contract  must  also  be  scrutinized  by  the  Civil 
Service  and  Human  Rights  Commissions,  as  well.   Manton  strongly 
recommended  writing  one  contract  with  fee  payments  tied  into 
deliverables,  at  each  phase  of  the  work. 

O'Driscoll  confirmed  that  the  fee  of  $50,000.00  was  discussed  and 
approved  at  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  Meeting  on  June  26. 

Commissioner  LaRocca  stated  that  there  are  "scope  of  services"  tied 
into  each  phase  of  work.   It  was  agreed  to  bring  these  back  to 
Committee,  along  with  other  specifications  and  fee  schedule,  for 
further  discussion  at  the  July  Committee  meeting. 

Manton  requested  passage  of  the  resolution  today,  to  enable  staff 
and  artists  to  begin  work  on  the  language.   No  contract  has  been 
written  or  signed  yet.

The  item  was  pulled  from  the  Consent  Calendar  to  allow  public 
testimony  regarding  a  proposed  request  by  street  artists  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  to  designate  tW'O  permanent  street  artist 
selling  spaces  on  Beach  Street,  northwest  corner,  at  Hyde  Street.

Commissioner  Okamoto  arrived  at  3:50  p.m.,  during  the  following 
discussion . 

Howard  Lazar  gave  background  on  this  situation.   The  area  for  these 
two  spaces  became  available  when  the  charitable  solicitors  formerly 
occupying  the  area  vacated  the  area  due  to  a  new  and  stronger 
ordinance.   The  Street  Artist  Program  Committee  recei\^ed  a  petition 
signed  by  47  street  artists  in  support  of  submitting  a  request  to 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  designate  two  spaces  for  them  in  the 
area . 

Stanley  Roth  Testimony: 

Stanley  Roth,  owner  of  Stanley's  Steamer's  Hot  Dogs,  spoke  against 
allocation  of  these  spaces  to  the  street  artists,  citing  extreme 
congestion  of  the  area  as  his  reason. 

Roth  gave  background  on  his  occupation  of  the  site  since  1974.   He 
has  a  Police  Department  permit  to  run  a  business  there.  Originally, 
he  said,  he  occupied  the  curbside  area  where  the  two  spaces  were 
being  requested.   However,  in  1976  a  Muni  bus  rounded  the  corner, 
pinning  a  woman  under  its  front  wheels.   After  this  tragedy,  he 
said,  the  Police  Department  requested  that  he  move  his  cart  over 
several  feet  from  the  corner. 

Eventually,  the  charitable  solicitors  moved  into  the  vacated  spaces. 
This  left  about  8  feet  between  the  front  of  his  hot  dog  stand  and 
the  front  of  their  tee  shirt  stand.   This  corner,  at  the  cable  car 
turnaround  across  from  the  Buena  Vista,  is  --he  alleges--  the  second 
most  heavily  pedestrian  trafficked  area  in  California  next  to  the 
entrance  to  Disneyland.   People  lining  up  in  front  of  the  two  stands 
created  a  plug,  stopping  the  pedestrian  flow  and  necessitating 
walking  into  the  street  to  go  around  this  crowd. 

Roth  sat  on  a  committee,  working  for  three  years  to  get  the 
charitables  out  of  the  area,  due  to  the  congestion/obstruction  they 
were  causing.   The  main  argument  used  to  get  them  out  is  that  they 
were  a  safety  hazard. 

Roth  feels  that  it  is  therefore  unfair  that  street  artists  are  now 
asking  to  be  there.   He  voiced  his  fear  that  if  street  artists  are 
put  there,  the  charitables  will  sue  the  City  on  the  grounds  that 
First  Amendment  rights  have  a  higher  priority/right  than  a 
commercial  enterprise,  to  be  there. 

The  initial  victory  was  won,  he  said,  only  because  it  was  deemed 
that  this  extraordinary  traffic  hazard  was  such  a  danger  that  it 
superceded  first  amendment  rights.   Putting  street  artists  there 
would  be  a  contradiction  of  this  ruling,  thus  paving  the  way  for  a 
lawsuit  from  the  charitables. 
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VI.   COMMITTEE  REPORTS/Street  Artists  (Continued) 

Roth  called  himself  a  lone  voice  among  the  Fisherman's  Wharf 
merchants  for  17  years,  supporting  the  Street  Artists.   He  feels 
they  should  support  him  on  this  issue  and  sell  further  down  on  Beach 
Street  rather  than  at  this  congested  corner. 

Howard  Lazar  Responds: 

Lazar  stated  that  he  had  heard,  at  the  time  of  the  bus  accident, 
this  corner  was  a  bus  zone.   It  is  no  longer.   While  the  charitable 
solicitors  were  there,  it  was  noted  that  they  did  a  lot  of  business. 
Whether  the  area  is  a  "gauntlet"  is  arguable. 

Lazar  was  also  on  the  committee  of  merchants,  police,  City  Attorney, 
et  al ,  that  met  regularly,  and  he  stated  that  the  main  impetus  used 
to  get  the  charitables  out  was  more  that  of  aesthetics  rather  than 
congestion.   It  was  felt  that  they  did  not  enhance  the  scenery  with 
their  merchandise.   It  was  the  safety  reason  which  was  used  as  a 
more  viable  point  to  argue  in  court.   Aesthetics  was  the  primary 
reason,  however. 

Lazar  pointed  out  that  both  the  street  artists  and  Mr.  Roth  wanted 
the  corner  because  it  is  the  best  business  location.   The  issue  to 
be  settled  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  is  who  is  allowed  to  make 
money  at  this  corner. 

Commissioners  expressed  the  wish  to  see  some  explicit  dimensional 
diagrams  of  the  area,  in  order  to  ascertain  the  true  extent  of  the 
congestion,  prior  to  taking  a  vote  on  the  issue. 

Roth  stated  he  would  get  bietter  visuals  and  bring  them  to  the 
September  meeting. 

Commissioner  Sklar  noted  that  the  September  meeting  date  needs  to  be 
changed  from  the  first  Monday  of  the  month,  due  to  that  being  Labor 
Day.   It  was  agreed  to  hold  the  September  regular  monthly  meeting  on 
Wednesday,  September  4,  at  3:00  p.m.

1992.   Capp  Street  is  seeking  Arts  Commission  endorsement  of  this 
installation,  today. 

Baden  is  developing  a  human-scale  structure  made  of  steel,  aluminum, 
and  concrete  for  the  lowest  level  of  the  Plaza  approximately  30  feet 
beyond  the  perimeter  steps  --specific  site  contingent  on  Recreation 
and  Park  requirements  with  consideration  for  the  artist's  preference 
of  location  and  orientation.   The  artist  has  chosen  Justin  Herman 
Plaza  because  of  his  interest  in  the  diverse  social  and  cultural 
activities  of  this  large,  public  gathering  place.

Finalists  have  been  selected,  and  a  $50,00.00  design  development  fee 
was  additionally  approved  by  the  Commission  at  the  July  1  Meeting.

However,  until  an  acceptable  proposal  is  finalized,  no  contract  will 
be  issued,  nor  monies  spent.   Ultimately,  this  particular  proposal 
can  still  be  disapproved,  and  the  full  Commission  must  give  final 
approval  to  anything  decided  in  Committee.   Issues  regarding  the 
design  and  text  are  far  from  resolved. 

Discussion  concerned  whether  or  not  the  artists  have  fulfilled  the 
terms  of  their  proposal.   Curator  Tonia  Macneil  stated  that  the 
terms  have  been  fulfilled,  and  that  should  the  artists  be  requested 
to  travel  to  San  Francisco  and  engage  in  further  design  work, 
compensation  should  be  paid  them. 

Commissioner  Sklar  stated  that  if  the  artists  feel  that  it  is  their 
prerogative  not  to  change  anything,  the  Arts  Commission  needs  to 
know  this  right  away.   No  further  monies  can  be  spent  without 
clarification  on  this. 

Commissioner  Kriken  stated  that  there  are  so  many  encumbrances  to 
the  idea,  legal  and  otherwise,  that  these  should  all  be  explored  in 
a  parallel  time  frame  prior  to  any  further  financial  expenditure. 
From  a  public  point  of  view,  the  Arts  Commission  must  understand 
exactly  what  it  is  permitted  to  build  on  the  site.   The  agency 
cannot  spend  a  considerable  sum  on  further  design  development,  only 
to  find  out  that  the  project  cannot  go  forward. 

Commissioners  Kriken,  LaRocca,  and  Okamoto  stated  that  working 
drawings  do  not  need  to  be  done  in  order  to  determine  project 
feasibility  vis-a-vis  public  safety,  environmental  impact,  easement, 
etcetera.

II.   DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Commissioner  Lim  arrived  at  3:15  p.m.,  during  this  report. 

Director  Winship  reported  that  she  is  meeting  with  staff  to 
develop  a  working  budget  for  each  program.   She  is  working 
with  the  Public  Art  Program,  attempting  to  project  for  one 
year  and  identify  revenue  sources  --a  task  made  difficult  in 
that  revenues  are  often  dependent  on  bond  issues,  capital 
improvements,  etcetera.   She  met  with  City  Architect  Norman 
Karasick  just  prior  to  this  meeting,  around  this  issue. 

Weekly  Program  meetings  with  Directors  of  all  AC  Programs  are 
being  held  to  discuss  common  problems,  e.g.  personal  contract 
procedures  and  issues,  goals,  and  long  range  program  planning. 

She  reminded  Commissioners  that  the  Long  Range  Planning 

Committee  will  meet  on  September  16,  from  1:00  -  3:00  p.m., 

noting  that  members  are  Robert  LaRocca,  Chair,  Barbara  Sklar, 
Anne  Healy,  Rai  Okamoto,  and  John  Kriken. 

Winship  stated  that  she  has  been  invited  by  NEA  Chairman  John 
Frohnmayer  to  be  a  member  of  an  advisory  group  on  underserved 
set-aside  funds,  which  is  5%,  or  $6.2  Million,  of  the 
Endowment.   Those  funds  will  be  contracted  through  grants  to 
the  states,  through  programs  such  as  State/Local,  Expansion 
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II.   DIRECTOR'S  REPORT  (Continued) 

Arts,  and  the  Folk  Art  Program  to  raise  the  artistic  capabilities  of 
developing  arts  organizations  and  to  stimulate  artistic  activities, 
and  awareness  of  developing  public  access  to  the  arts  in  inner  city 
areas.   She  will  be  in  Washington,  DC  on  September  23  and  24. 

Winship  stated  that  this  ties  into  concerns  about  the  Arts 
Commission's  State/Local  Program,  and  she  clarified  that  this  is 
very  much  an  ongoing  program  of  the  Arts  Commission.   She  stated 
that  State/Local  is,  essentially,  a  funding  program  to  encourage 
state  and  local  government  funds  for  arts  service  projects. 
Theoretically,  everything  the  Arts  Commission  does  is  a  State/Local 
Program. 

While  there  is  no  one  specifically  at  the  phone  at  this  time  to 
respond  to  questions  directed  to  State/Local,  the  Arts  Commission 
receptionist  will  answer  questions  concerning  accessing  information 
for  programs  with  the  AC,  or  the  greater  arts  community. 

The  Arts  Commission  continues  to  participate  in  an  Economic  Impact 
Study  sponsored  by  the  National  Association  of  Local  Arts  Agencies 
( NALAA ) .   Questionnaires  will  soon  be  sent  to  local  non-profit  arts 
organizations  concerning  how  best  to  proceed  with  this  in  San 
Francisco . 

Winship  stated  that  she  will  be  meeting  with  Gallery  Director  Anne 
Meissner  to  look  at  the  Gallery  Advisory  Committee  structure,  its 
relationship  to  the  staff,  and  to  the  Commission  as  a  whole.

Commissioners  unanimously  agreed  to  place  the  following  items  on  the 
Agenda :

The  following  resolution  was  Moved  by  Commissioner  Boas,  Seconded, 
and  unanimously  Adopted: 

RESOLUTION  NO.  904-91-381:   Motion  to  authorize  additional        A 

payment  of  $123.75  to  Earl  Gee  Design,  representing  sales  tax 
on  design  fee  of  $1,500.00,  for  the  design  of  Market  Street 
Art  in  Transit  Program  poster  and  logo. 

d )  Consent  Calendar  Item  #29/Lothar  Baumgarten  Fees/Discussion: 

Commissioner  Boas  stated  that  this  motion  was  carried  two  to  one  in 
Committee,  and  she  wished  to  bring  unresolved  issues  --among  the 
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V.   COMMITTEE  REPORTS/VISUAL  ARTS/DISCUSSION  (Continued) 

Committee  members,  and  between  the  Committee  and  the  artist--  to  the 
attention  of  the  full  Commission. 

She  stated  that  Baumgarten  had  initially  wanted  to  do  5  designs  for 
the  new  Main  Library,  for  a  price  upwards  from  $150,000.00.   The 
motion  proposed  today  is  for  only  one  proposal,  for  $85,000.00.   She 
stated  that  the  artist  and  the  architects  agree  that  a  stronger 
piece  would  ultimately  result  if  the  artist  is  allowed  to  develop 
more  than  one  proposal. 

Commissioner  Sklar  responded  that  Baumgarten  had  been  unwilling  to 
do  five  designs  for  a  price  the  Arts  Commission  could  afford,  and 
the  proposal  on  the  table  is  to  develop  one  to  three  --not  one--  of 
the  original  designs,  as  a  compromise  upon  which  the  Committee 
members  could  agree.   Also,  no  one  liked  the  new  design  he  had 
presented. 

Commissioner  Healy  concurred,  stating  that  $85,000.00  plus 
$10,000.00  per  diem,  plus  what  he  has  already  received,  is  a  fair 
proposition. 

Director  Winship  stated  that  there  is  $1.5  million  to  pay  the  4 
artists  for  all  the  art  enrichment  for  the  Library  --not  as  much  as 
originally  thought--  and  the  Arts  Commission  cannot  pay  Baumgarten 
any  more. 

Some  brief  discussion  occurred,  and  the  following  resolution  was 
Moved,  as  initially  written,  by  Commissioner  Healy,  Seconded,  and 
unanimously  Adopted: 

RESOLUTION  NO.  904-91-382:   Motion  to  authorize  payment  of  a        A 

design  fee  of  $85,000.00,  plus  up  to  $10,000.00  for  travel  and 
per  diem,  to  artist  Lothar  Baumgarten  for  one  to  three  designs 
originally  proposed  by  the  artist  in  February  of  1991. 

e)    Eco  Rap  Contest: 

Visual  Arts  Program  Director  Jill  Manton  announced  that  the  Eco  Rap 
Contest,  co-sponsored  with  the  Market  Street  Art-In-Transit  Program, 
will  occur  on  Saturday,  September  7,  2:00  p.m.,  at  Justin  Herman 
Plaza.   This  contest  has  been  created  in  collaboration  with  Earth 
Drama  Lab  and  urban  ecologists  working  with  inner  city  youth  to 
compose  raps  about  ecology.   She  invited  all  Commissioners  to 
attend . 

Commissioner  Coulter  arrived  at  3:30  p.m.,  at  the  start  of  the  Civic 
Design  Committee  report. 
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Civic  Design  Review  Committee  -  John  Kriken.  Chair 

a)  Joint  Civic  Design/Visual  Arts  Committee  Meeting: 

In  Commissioner  Kriken' s  absence,  Commissioner  LaRocca  gave  a 
brief  report  on  the  recent  joint  Visual  Arts-Civic  Design  Meeting, 
wherein  discussion  was  mainly  concerned  with  developing  guidelines 
for  artists  for  monumental,  site  specific  Public  Art  Projects,  vis  a 
vis  air  space  rights,  zoning,  EIRs,  as  well  as  dealing  with  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  and  City  Planning. 

Some  brief  further  discussion  occurred,  and  several  Commissioners 
stated  the  importance  of  any  such  guidelines'  affirming  the  Arts 
Commission's  Charter-mandated  jurisdiction  over  public  art  projects. 
They  were  against  implying  a  collaborative  nature  to  the  process, 
vis-a-vis  other  City  departments. 

Commissioner  Healy  stated  that  she  would  like  to  continue  this 
discussion  at  the  Long  Range  Planning  Committee  Meeting  on  September 
16. 

b)  Resolution/New  Main  Library: 

The  following  resolution  was  Moved  by  Commissioner  LaRocca, 
Seconded,  and  unanimously  Adopted: 

RESOLUTION  NO.  904-91-383:   Motion  to  approve  the  New  Main        A 

Library/Phase  II/Final/pending  EIR  compatibility. 

(This  resolution  was  rescinded  and  re-adopted/see  discussion  below.) 

Discussion: 

Commissioner  Healy  initiated  a  lengthy  discussion  concerning  changes 
that  have  been  made  to  the  New  Main  Library  since  initial  Phase  I 
approval  given  by  the  Arts  Commission.   She  stated  that  whereas  the 
Grove  and  Hyde  Street  facades  formerly  had  an  honesty  which 
represented  the  building's  internal  functions,  they  now  have  become 
more  Beaux  Arts,  in  conformance  with  the  Fulton  and  Larkin  Street 
facades . 

She  suggested  that  the  architects  caved  into  pressures  applied  from 
diverse  sources  during  the  approvals  process,  even  though  the  Civic 
Design  Committee  had  assured  them  they  were  mainly  accountable  to 
the  Arts  Commission  for  the  design  of  the  building.   She  wished  to 
know  why  the  Committee  wasn't  in  on  the  alterations  in  the  design 
between  Phase  I  and  II  approvals,  and  why  the  architects  didn't 
trust  the  Arts  Commission  to  back  them  in  adhering  to  the  original 
design. 

She  stated  her  disappointment  that  what  was  initially  a  great 
building  has  become  a  good  building. 
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Commissioner  Coulter  clarified  the  roles  of  the  Arts  Commission,  vis 
a  vis  that  of  the  Library  and  Planning  Commissions.   He  stated  that 
like  the  Arts  Commission,  the  Library  Commission  has  been  supportive 
of  the  architects.   However,  while  the  Arts  Commission  has  the  right 
to  determine  the  design  of  the  building's  exterior,  the  Planning 
Commission  oversees  all  procedural  steps,  e.g.  the  EIR.   It  has  to 
listen  to  the  concerns  of  community  groups,  which  are,  for  example, 
to  bring  some  of  the  Beaux  Arts  lines  around  to  the  Grove/Hyde 
facades  while  maintaining  a  more  modern  statement.   Architects  must 
likewise  be  seen  as  listening  to  these. 

Stating  that  this  discussion  should  have  taken  place  prior  to 
voting.  Commissioner  Boas  Moved  to  rescind  the  Motion.   This  was 
Seconded,  and  unanimously  Adopted: 

RESOLUTION  NO.  904-91-384:   Motion  to  rescind  approval  of         A 

the  New  Main  Library/Phase  II/Final/pending  EIR  compatibility, 
pending  further  discussion. 

At  Commissioner  Sklar's  request,  architect  Cathy  Simon  summed  up  the 
history  of  the  design  approvals  process,  chiefly  addressing 
alterations  to  the  Grove/Hyde  Street  facades.   She  described  it  as  a 
'different'  building,  rather  than  a  'weaker'  building. 

While  Simon  described  the  Downtown  Plan  as  flexible  enough  that 
architects  can  work  creatively  within  it,  Commissioner  Healy  stated 
that  it  has  the  City  in  an  aesthetic  stranglehold,  virtually  forcing 
architects  to  turn  the  urban  landscape  into  a  fake  facade  Disneyland 
having  nothing  to  do  with  reality.   Any  architect  trying  to  do 
business  in  San  Francisco  has  to  contend  with  someone  else's  fantasy 
of  what  it  is  supposed  to  look  like. 

Simon  conceded  that  while  she  is  in  general  agreement  with 
Commissioner  Healy 's  points,  which  are  well  taken,  architects  "have 
to  work  in  this  town" ,  and  it  can  be  "an  extremely  difficult  place 
to  do  business" .   She  does  not  feel  that  the  building  design  has 
been  compromised  aesthetically.   She  described  the  alterations  to 
the  new  Main  Library's  Grove/Hyde  Street  facades  as  essentially 
'modernist',  with  a  different  direction  than  that  originally 
proposed . 

Simon  showed  a  slide  of  the  original  model  given  Phase  I  approval  by 
the  Arts  Commission,  and  drawings  of  subsequent  revisions.   She 
proceeded  to  describe  the  revisions  and  their  related  reasons, 
stating  that  the  major  civic  and  programmatic  virtues  are  in  the 
Grove  Street  entrance,  making  it  a  more  prominent  part  of  the 
building.   While  not  the  'civic'  entrance,  it  is  the  major  entrance 
to  the  building  in  that  it  will  be  the  one  most  frequently  used. 

Simon  stated  that  the  major  changes  to  the  Grove  Street  facade  are 
in  the  metal  banding  and  tower  fenestration.   Metal  banding  has  been 
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eliminated,  to  simplify  the  surface  and  tie  all  facades  together. 
All  four  facades  are  the  same  basic  granite  as  the  rest  of  the  Civic 
Center . 

3  Large  glass  windows  --24'  x  24'--  are  over  the  entrance,  giving 
the  Grove  Street  facade  a  view  into  the  building's  interior;  it  is  a 
thick  layer  of  stone  through  which  a  totally  modern  glass  and  metal 
building  appears.   Two  floors  are  encompassed  in  these  windows, 
described  by  Simon  as  a  classical  thing  done  in  a  non-classicist 
way.   Interior  light  will  provide  a  night  time  source  of 
illumination,  as  well. 

The  fenestration  of  the  tower  has  been  changed:   Instead  of  metal 
banding  wrapping  around  it,  9'  x  9'  windows  go  up  its  surface. 
While  these  are  referential  to  the  Beaux  Arts  facade,  they  are  also 
very  modern  windows. 

At  Cathy  Simon's  request,  architect  Russ  Abel  summed  up  City 
Architect  Norman  Karasick's  remarks:   They  liked  it/didn't  like  it. 
They  wanted  the  architects  to  go  back/they  wanted  the  architects  to 
go  forward. 

Simon  reiterated  that  the  building  is  exactly  as  sculptural  as  it 
was  --e.g.  the  tower  is  still  the  tower,  garden  is  still  a  garden, 
etc.   It  is  unfortunate  that  Commissioners  must  look  at  drawings 
only,  but  the  sculptural  mass  is  formally  an  improvement  over  the 
old  one.   The  exterior  definition  has  been  submerged  rather  than 
lost . 

Further  discussion  occurred,  with  Commissioners  and  others  summing 
up  their  views,  prior  to  taking  a  vote: 

Healy:   Transparent  glass  screen  through  which  inner  workings  of 
building  are  visible  is  still  a  facade,  in  keeping  with  the  Downtown 
Plan.   Original  design  was  more  honest  in  that  its  exterior  volumes 
and  shapes  defined  interior  function  visibly,  from  the  street. 
Shocked  that  architects  were  so  responsive  to  others,  minus  AC 
input.   What  was  formerly  'great'  is  now  'good'. 

Sklar:   First  design  was  more  honest  and  complexity  of  interior  was 
clearer . 

LaRocca:   Modification  not  that  radical/no  problem  with  it. 
Fulton/Larkin  are  stone  Beaux  Arts  facades  behind  which  modern 
library  functions;  so  now  Grove/Hyde  are  transparent  facades  behind 
which  one  sees  the  modern  library's  functioning. 

In  response  to  Commissioner's  questions  about  keeping  on  track  and 
on  budget  should  this  item  be  referred  back  to  Committee, 
Commissioner  Coulter  stated:   While  the  Arts  Commission  has 
authority  to  decide  on  the  design  of  the  building,  the  Library 
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Commission  needs  to  stay  on  time  and  on  budget,  which  they  currently 
are.   Any  monthly  fall-behind  will  cost  about  $400,000.00  in 
escalation.   The  Library's  main  concern  is  the  building's  inner 
workings,  which  have  not  been  compromised  by  the  new  exterior 
facade.   Since  both  the  Library  and  architects  are  comfortable  with 
the  new  design,  he  urged  the  Arts  Commission  to  keep  the  process 
moving  without  any  further  delays. 

Sklar:   Civic  Design  Chair  John  Kriken  told  her  that  even  though  he 
liked  the  first  design,  if  architects  were  pleased  with  revisions, 
AC  should  go  with  it. 

Winship;   Hears  a  different  view  from  every  voice.   Architects  were 
selected  for  this  project  by  a  long,  careful  process.   She  hears 
them  saying  that  they  feel  very  strongly  about  this  design,  and  at  a 
certain  point  the  Commissioners  must  trust  them. 

Boas:   Preferred  first  design.   Feels  architects  didn't  have  to 
compromise  at  all;  feels  sad  that  somehow  AC  didn't  get  across  to 
them  that  it  would  back  them  every  step  of  the  way. 

Cathy  Simon  thanked  the  Civic  Design  Review  Committee  and  the 
Library  Commission  for  their  support  throughout  the  process. 

The  following  resolution  was  Moved  by  Commissioner  LaRocca, 
Seconded,  and  Adopted  by  majority  vote:

b)    Hearing/Street  Artists*  Request  to  Board  of  Supervisors  to 
Designate  Two  Additional  Permanent  Selling  Spaces  on  the 
Northwest  Corner  of  Beach  Street «  at  Hyde  Street: 

In  response  to  Commissioners'  stated  wish  at  the  August  5  regular 
monthly  meeting,  to  see  better  visuals  of  the  area,  Howard  Lazar 
presented  a  large,  dimensional  diagram  of  the  area.   He  summed  up 
the  history  of  the  northwest  corner  as  a  commercial  zone  before, 
during,  and  after  the  occupation  of  the  spaces  in  question  by 
charitable  solicitors,  (detailed  in  the  minutes  of  the  August  5 
meeting ) . 

Lazar  stated  that  it  is  possible,  within  Police  code  size 
regulations,  to  fit  in  two  Street  Artist  selling  spaces  on  this 
corner  without  creating  a  'gauntlet'  for  pedestrian  traffic:   The 
required  10  foot  distance  between  Stanley  Roth's  hot  dog  stand  and 
the  street  artist  space  could  be  maintained;  the  artists  would  be  5 
feet  apart  from  each  other,  and  over  20  feet  from  the  crosswalk. 

Lazar  presented  pedestrian  and  vehicular  traffic  statistics  for  the 
area,  taken  in  1987,  submitted  by  the  Department  of  Parking  and 
Traffic  and  the  Department  of  City  Planning.   Lazar  noted  from  the 
pedestrian  volumes  of  seven  corners  at  the  wharf  observed  by  City 
Planning,  that  the  northwest  corner  of  Beach  at  Hyde  was  actually 
below  the  average  in  pedestrian  volume. 

Lazar  stated  that  the  Street  Artists  have  received  no  new  spaces  at 
the  wharf  since  1975;  have  lost  115  spaces  due  to  construction;  and 
received  no  new  ones  to  replace  them. 


Lazar  stated  that  in  1986, 
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for  only  2  spaces.   Lazar  referred  to  a  1986  memo  from  former 
Commissioner  Jo  Hanson,  which  stated  that  voting  on  space  for  the 
artists  cannot  be  postponed  indefinitely,  citing  the  agency's 
commitment  to  the  artists. 

Lazar  finished  his  testimony,  asking  that  the  Commissioners  vote  to 
endorse  the  2  spaces  for  the  artists,  so  he  may  take  this 
recommendation  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

The  following  artists  spoke  in  support  of  the  spaces:    James 

Millard,  Jill  Mayberg,  Jerome  Fong ,  Keith  Hillius,  Bob  King, 

Z.  Doroszkiewicz ,  Bruce  Allison,  Sachiko  Matsumoto,  Willie  Cheng. 

They  expressed  these  views: 

a)  As  Howard  Lazar  has  amply  shown,  this  is  not  a  contention  over 
sidewalk  congestion;  it  is  over  business  interests. 

b)  The  Arts  Commission  should  be  batting  for  the  artists.   They 
should  champion  the  business  interests  of  the  artists,  rather 
than  wishing  to  give  those  of  Stanley  Roth,  an  already 
successful  businessman,  equal  consideration.   The  appropriate 
place  for  battling  over  business  interests  is  the  Board  of 
Supervisors;  the  Arts  Commission  should  provide  advocacy. 

c)  Artists  who  have  sold  on  this  corner  for  many  years  have  never 
seen  severe  traffic  congestion,  even  on  the  weekends.   Even 

at  the  hot  dog  stand  there  is  seldom  even  a  wait  --3  or  4 
people  clustered  around  any  stand  at  any  time,  at  the  most. 

d)  Stanley  Roth  is  already  there;  the  artists  are  not. 

Stanley  Roth  then  expressed  his  concerns:   Congestion  is  the  issue. 
Street  Artists  are  trying  to  move  into  his  selling  area.   Permit 
restrictions  governing  his  presence  are  completely  different  than 
those  governing  Street  Artists.   Unlike  them,  he  has  no  size 
restrictions  on  his  cart.   He  can  put  a  cart  20  feet  long  all  the 
way  out  to  the  curb  if  he  so  chooses.   Any  permit  issued  before  1983 
--his  was  issued  in  1975--  is  exempt  from  size  restrictions  under 
the  existing  code.   He  sees  Street  Artists  getting  2  new  spaces  as 
encroachment  into  his  vendor  space;  his  right  to  put  a  larger  cart 
there . 

At  Commissioner  Sklar's  request.  Police  Sargeant  Stephen  Tacchini 
verified  Stanley  Roth's  exemption  from  size  and  location 
restrictions,  due  to  his  vendor's  permit  having  been  issued  prior  to 
1983.   He  stated  that  he  sees  an  eventual  confrontation  over 
impeding  of  the  flow  of  pedestrian  traffic,  if  Street  Artists  are 
given  2  selling  spaces  at  this  location. 
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In  response,  Street  Artist  Inspector  Barbara  Noakes  stated:   While 
Mr.  Roth  received  his  permit  in  1975,  it  does  not  entitle  him  to 
encroach  into  areas  where  the  City  retains  rights.   She  cited 
instances  wherein  officers  from  the  Tenderloin  Task  Force  have 
repeatedly  gone  after  downtown  hotels  and  storefront  operations 
placing  temporary  signage,  planters,  etc.  into  pedestrian  walkway  or 
curb  areas.   Also,  Noakes  stated,  Roth  is  subject  to  restrictions  at 
the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

The  following  resolution  was  Moved  by  Commissioner  Eichelbaum, 
Seconded,  and  unanimously  Adopted: 

RESOLUTION  NO.  904-91-387:   Motion  to  approve  Street  Artists'     A 

request  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  designate  two  additional 
permanent  selling  spaces  on  Beach  Street,  northwest  corner,  at 
Hyde  Street. 

Commissioner  Sklar  noted  that  the  20th  Anniversary  of  the  Street 
Artists  Licensing  Program  is  coming  up,  and  asked  Howard  Lazar  to 
keep  the  Commissioners  informed  as  to  any  planned  festivities.
